In deference to which super- 
n i Vi°n We learn that the KwHesnake's 
llddlehead—a plain, unadorned volute type 
of head rounding off the top of the ship's 
cut water—was forthwith replaced by a 
figurehead made with the help of a coil of 
ropo aud a cleft block of wood, emblematic 
of the sh ip's name. There are several cases 
noted by Capt. Basil Hall and others of 
our Jacks showing a semi-superstitious 
regard for the figurehead of their ship, as 
though it were a sort of tutelary deity As 
for instance, by their decking it out when 
in chase of an enemy with necklets of treas- 
ured odds and ends hunted up for the occa- 
sion from their kit bags, and coaxing it 
in terms of endearment and with promises 
of extra coats of paint to hasten the good 
ship on. 


In other ways the figurehead has played 
a part in naval story. 


THE F1QUBEHEAD IN NAVAL BTOKY. 


Marryat's yarn of how the ship's com- 


pany of the Rattlesnake cut off the head 
aud rattle from the effigy Peter Simple had 
provided for the vessel's figurehead, after 
their commander, the cowardly Capt 
Hawkins, had made the ship show her 
stern to an enemy who was her fair match 
has an historical basis. So has the story 
of how the men of the old Brunswick at 
the battle of the "Glorious First of June" 
sent a deputation to the quarterdeck in the 
heat of the flght to borrow from the cap- 
tain a cocked hat to replace the wooden 
cocked hat shot away off the head of the 
effigy of the Duke of Brunswick that did 
duty as the figurehead of the ship. The 
nicn on getting "the best gold laced hat 
the captain had" nailed it on the figure- 
head, where it remained for the rest of the 
<lay. 


The French privateer Surcouf again, the 


terror of the Indian seas in the Napoleon 
war, is said to hove apostrophised the flg- 
ureheudin his famous cruiser, the Reve- 
nant, which represented a corpse in the 
acid?t«£"h''u"riii(l" to his crew W first put- 
ting to sea: "This ship shall be our tomb 
or cradle of future glory!" Similarly there 
was much meaning in the grewsorae figure- 
head—a skeleton—which the famous En- 
glish privateer ship Terrible bore. Accord- 
ing to the old ballad the Terrible sailed 
from Execution dock on a Friday in No- 
vember, 1757, with Capt. Death, First 
Lieut. Devil and Surgeon Ghost on board, 
to fight as bloody a sea duel as any on rec- 
ord in the West Indies with the French 
privateer Vengeanjo on another Fi'iddy. 
Nor ought mention to be omitted of the 
rather too realistic figurehead of the sloop- 
of-war Pearl, of George Il's navy, the 
shaggy, frowning head of the famous buc- 
caneer Blackboard, as struck off his dead 
body, with which ghastly trophy as a fig- 
urehead Lieut. Maynard adorned his ves- 
sel's bow as he sailed into Port Royal 
after his victory over the redoubtable pi- 
rate. 


One of Basil Hall's post captains once 


found his ship's figurehead useful as a 
lever with which to work up the energies 
of his men. The frigate boasted a gilded 
figurehead which was literally the idol of 
the crew. One day, when sailing in com- 
pany with other ocean high flyers of the 
same class, she had been beaten at reefing

TTnfin the fnmTnnflara alc*r>nl!r»«F 
the squadron should repeat the exer- 


cise the captain of the frigate in question 
hailed his men who were aloft with: "Now, 
I tell you what it is, my lads, unless you 
are off those yards and the sails are hoisted 
again before any other ship in the squad- 
ron, by the Lord Harry I'll paint your fig- 
urehead blackl" The result was that from 
that time forward the frigate beat every 
other ship on the station at all drifts aloft. 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE FIGUREHEAD. 


There is much that is curious about the 


development of the figurehead through the 
various forms that at one time or another 
It has assumed. The learned date its ori- 
gin to the primsEval times—to the days 
when man's only method of getting to the 
other side of any piece of open water was 
to propel himself across astride of the near- 
est fallen tree trunk. Antiquaries profess 
to find the first idea of the figurehead in 
the grim and grotesque face resemblances 
that would be left, in the preliminary trim- 
ming of the roots of the tree trunk, which 
would be necessary to make it float head 
first. Whether this was so or not in pre- 
historic ages does not, however, much 
matter. 


Figureheads in the earliest historic times 


seem to have been sacred emblems borne 
on board ship to insure good luck and avert 
the perils of the sea. Egyptian sculptures 
give numerous representations of vessels 
with heads of the sacred ram of Ammun, 
or Ibis heads at the prow, and we read that 
images representing the mystic Cabiri— 
divinities v?ho hod special power of pro- 
tecting their worshipers from storm and 
wreck—were similarly made use of by the 
Phoenician mariners. A bough cut from 
the sacred spreading oak that ruled in Do- 
dona's "aged grove," according to ancient 
myth, did duty as figurehead for Jason's 
Argo ship, and was of no trivial account, 
the learned say, in safeguarding the fifty 
heroes through all the perils of their Kux- 
ine voyage. The burrowing erudition of 
French savants and German professors has 
also unearthed as facts that the ships 
Achilles took to Troy had golden Nereid 
images as their figureheads, while old 
'Nestor's were ornamented with the figures 
of demi-gods in the act of being trans- 
forued into bulls. 


The ancient Greeks of historical times 


early gave up attaching any special re- 
ligious significance to figureheads and 
adopted them as convenient distinguishing 
marks for their vessels, especially for the 
purposes of war. Figureheads thus te- 
came personal badges and cognizances on 
the galleys of various leaders, who would 
choose, one a swan's head for his emblem, 
another a boar's head, and a third simply 
a helmet.—London Graphic.

Cleaning- Piles by Electricity. 


The file manufacturers are not disposed 


to regard with much complacency the re- 
cent application of electricity to the clean- 
ing of files, by which process the tools are 
made virtually asgoodosnew. After being 
cleaned and wetted the files are dipped be- 
tween two carbons into acidified water, and 
the circuit of an electrict current is estab- 
lished by means of a piece of metal upon 
which the file rests. The water is dec im- 
posed by the current, the oxygen acting 
upon the cuttings of the file, while the 
hydrogen bubbles settle in the teeth and 
protect them against the action of the 
acidulated water. The file is then brushed 
to remove the oxide of iron and immersed 
In an alkaline bath to remove all trace of 
the acid and the proceps is complete.—New 
York Commercial Advertiser. 


In the window of a fishing tackle store 


in Fulton street is displayed a fly rod three 
feet long, and tapering from the thickness 
of a lady's pencil at the butt to the size of 
a pin at the tip. It is made of Japanese 
bamboo with a tip of whalebone. There 
are three joints in the rod.

The Optical Lamp In Scene Tainting. 
A photographic journal points out how 


much the theatrical scene painter can be 
assisted by the use of the optical lauteru. 
The usual course in painting a scene is 
first of all to make a small sketch of the 
composition, nnd then to rule lines across 
it so as to divide it into squares. Similar 
squares are then "struck" by charcoaled 
strings on the large primed canvas as a 
guide to the artist, who then reproduces 
the sketch in its enlarged form. All this 
would be greatly hasWned and simplified 
its jjiiotograpmng tne original sKctch, ana 
throwing the image of the negative upon 
the whitened canvas, so that the scene 
painter could follow the outlines with 
charcoal or brush. In painting rooms of 
limited area there might be a difficulty in 
finding space for the lantern, but there 
would even then Iw the alternative of 
making the enlarged sketch on the stage 
itself.

DISGUISES ARE EFFECTED. 


Making a Man-. Chin Look Unihavcd. 


Eradication of P«r«mal Peculiarities 
• Very Important Item In Diagulalni 
» fenon—Cuit of MM Work. 


Mr Charles U. Fox, the celebrated wig- 


maker of Caveat Garden, ban recently ex- 
plained that be U constantly In the habit 
of dlagufolnK persons for purposes quite 
unknown to Lira. Beln« of opinion that a 
fevrmore details about lite "unholy art" 
would not be without interest, we dis- 
patched a representative to see Mr. Fox, 
who went to business at once:

Caution In Sailing. 


You have had an agreeable fair weathet 


sail. But suppose thp weather is a little 
stormy, or the breeze fickle and squally 
Then you must sail under reefs. Youhav« 
noticed those rows of little cords sewed to 
the sail at intervals, parallel to the boom 
Those are the reef points, and are used to 
tie the sail down when it hi necessary to re- 
duce canvas. Never fasten them around 
the boom; that's a landlubber's way, and 
provokes mirth among sailors and yachts- 
men; 
but tie them under the lower edge of 


the sail. You will also perceive a rope fast- 
ened at the outer edge of the sail and lead- 
Ing through the end of the boom. This ii 
to "outtiaul," or stretch, the sail and Is 
the reef pennant. 


Now then to reef your boat for a hard 


blow first set the sail at the proper height, 
tic tlit, rvct puluta 00 directed, uumauuug 
the sail with the reef pennant, and then 
set up the halyards. The easiest way to 
reef a boat is when at anchor or fast to a 
mooring; but you will often have to put 
In a reef under less favorable circum- 
stances. In that case, slack down the peak 
halyard and lower the throat halyard un- 
til the sail is where you want it; then reef 
as before, and be lively about it, too, or you 
may get into trouble. 
Reefing a small 


yacht In squally weather is dangerous at 
all times, and a may alone in a boat finds 
It all that he can do. Make It a point to 
know how to take a reef before you ven- 
ture out far upon the water, for the task 
of reefing requires both a practiced hand! 
and a steady nerve. 


Should you be caught by bad weather In 


such a fix that you cannot safely take a 
reef at once, lower the peak of the sail. 
This will reduce the canvas and still leave 
your boat manageable. It does not look 
pretty, but it is safe.—F. W. Pangborn in 
St. Nicholas.

Very different in appearance and habits 


from the larger species is the goshawk, or, 
as he Is ominously styled in northern New 
England, the "blue hen hawk." Of rather 
slender build when full grown a hawk of 
this sort measures from twenty to twenty- 
four inches in length. It is bluish slate 
color above; below, white, crowed with 
many zigzag slate colored lines. Though 
more numerous in the mountains of the 
far west and in the British possessions the 
goshawk is not uncommon in our north- 
ernmost states in fall and winter, and oc- 
casionally even builds IU nest In that re- 
gion.

As the farmer 
receives but three to five cents per pound 
there seems to be a wide margin of profit 
for somebody, but as a matter of foot the 
dirt which the farmer Is careful to leave on 
the nuts often makes up SO or 80 per cent 
of the whole weight. After allowing for 
this loss of weight In the cleaning process 
and the expenses Involved in getting the 
nuts ready for the market the profit is 
perhaps not so enormous, though it Is still 
high enough to stimulate the dealer* to 
considerable activity.—St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch.

GEORGE W, DELAMATEH. 


HIS CLAIMS UPON THE BIPDBLICANS Or 


THI STATE. 


HARRIS BUBO, July 19.—Now that the Con 


vention with its excitement, its exaggerated 
claims anil its charges and counter charges, 
is over, it may be wall to review with all 
calmness iind deliberation the different alle- 
gations which have been made against the 
nominee of the Harrisburg meeting. What 
is there in the past record of George W. 
Delamater which should prevent an upright 
Republican from voting for the nominee of 
his party ? What are the mental or moral 
differences of the Senator from Crawford 
county which should lead the Republicans of 
the Commonwealth to bolt his nomination ? 
Th« &lleg«tion that attar aandulaUe were 
stronger, were better equipped to fill the 
Gubernatorial chair, or were supported by a 
larger number of citizens than Delamater, 
cannot be considered in this inquiry. The 
question of the availability and fitness of the 
several candidates has been passed upon by 
a convention organised in accordance with 
well known party rules, and is henceforth 
res adjudicate. 
No allegation is made from 


any quarter that the decision of that Con- 
vention was obtained by other than fair 
means. The time for discussing the compara- 
tive merits of the various candidates is paat, 
and those disappointed by the selection of 
the Convention are in honor bound upon this 
question to support the nominee. 
All ob- 


jections to the nominee must now be to the 
man himself, and not to his merit as com- 
pared with other candidates. What then are 
the mental or moral defects which unfit 
George W. Delamater for Governor of Penn- 
sylvania T 


"He is Quay's man." This charge has 


K..I. «n nft*n «««.»«l *- —- —- »-r "" 
Democratic press of the Commonwealth and 
of New York city that, like a word eonstant- 
ly repeated until its significance as a word 
and becomes to the brain merely a monoto- 
nous sound, it has began to assume a signifi- 
cation wholly different from its natural im- 
port. Whut does this charge really mean ? 
It means that senator Quay, with that ability 
to recognize talent which characteriies all 
great leaders, early discovered Delamater's 
ability, and in the great National campaign 
of 1888 asHciated him with himself. From 
lhat time to the present the two men have 
labored together in the interest of the Re- 
publican party. If to be closely associated 
with a great party leader, to be consulted 
and trusted by him in the most difficult and 
delicate labors of politics, to be respected by 
him for his abilities and cordially admired 
for his genial character—if these constitute 
.Senator Delamater "Quay's man,'' doubtless 
he has been rightly so called. 


If, however, we are to understand by this 


epithet a puppet put forward by Quay for the 
Governorship to work his will in that office, 
the term has no application to Senator Dela- 
mater. There is nothing connected with the 
duties of the Gubernatorial office which 
could make it worth while for Senator Quay 
to antagonize the wishes of the many sup- 
porters of the other candidates by forcing a 
creature of his own upon the party. That 
he personally favored the nomination of 
Delamater on grounds of friendship and be- 
cause he thought his services to the party 
deserved «uoh recognition is doubtless true. 
No other reason has or can be alleged for his 
wishing him nominated. Quay is not in the 
habit of wasting political exertion without an 
object, and what conceivable object would be 
have in putting a creature of his in the gu- 
bernatorial chair, unless to merely show that 
he oould do it. 


Much has been said as to "one man rule" 


in the Commonwealth. 
Without entering 


upon the discussion of a question upon 
which so much can be said, we cannot see 
why the same rule should not obtain in poli- 
tics as in war or government; why the great- 
est amount of power cannot be achieved by 
a party under the direction of one man, in 
the same manner that an army or a nation 
directed by one mind i* more effective than 
one governed by several leaden. There is 
nothing degrading in the subordination of a 
soldier to bis general, for he knows that it Is 
essential to the success of the army that it 
should act a* a unit. The intelligent voter 
also recognise* the necessity of a leader to 
unite hie party in harmonious action. But 
it i* inquired who constituted Quay the 
leader of the Republican party in Pennsyl- 
vania f Merely his natural abilities. When 
a leader of greater ability arises he will suc- 
ceed Quay, and in turn be superseded by hi* 
superior when he (ball arise. All the talk 
which hi* been heard M to "botstsm," "one 
man power," "slavish (obseriieuoe," is, 
therefore, the idlest kind of nonsense. If 
there are to be parties there must be leaden, 
nod to follow their reasonable suggestions is 
no more slavish than for a soldier to obey 
hi* ofioer The mere hot of organisation 


implies a central directing authority, an 
without the latter politics would be a chaos 
So much for "bossism.'' 


But to return to the objections nrgei 


against the Republican nominee. It is nex 
claimed that in his political career be has 
antagonized the farming aad labor interests 
and has been a representative of capital an 
corporate interests. What are these allega 
tions based upon ? Solely upon the fact tha 
at the hut session of the Legislature severs 
bills of the crudest nature relative to taxa 
tion were introduced, and did not becom 
laws. These bills were supposed to be in th 
interest of the farming-labor classes. 
The; 


did not become laws, and the responsibilit; 
of their defeat has been sought to be placet 
at Senator Delamater's door, although one o 
the bills in question never reached the Sen 
ate, and the other never came to a vote 
that body. One of these bills, introduce! 
by Mr. Taggarl, providing for the assessmen 
of persona' property for county and muni 
cipal purposes, would have effected notbin, 
whatever if it bad passed. It was so crude!; 
drawn that while it provided for an assess 
meat of personal property for the purposes 
named it did not provide for the taxation o 
the property to be so assessed, except by im 
plication. 


Taxes it is hardly necessary to say, can 


not be imposed by implication. Another tax 
bill, introduced by Mr. Shipley, would have 
revolutionized the tax system of the State 
which has been licked into shape after sill; 
years of amendment and over three huudret 
cases of judicial construction, and wouk 
substitute therefor a system wholly novel 
Most existing taxes were to have been abed 
ished. The State would therefore have been 
left wholly without funds until the new sys- 
tem had received judicial approval and in- 
terpretation. 
It was not until four years 


after the passage of the Act of June 80 
1885, taking corporate loana, that thn Courts 
finally supported its constitutionality and 
the corporations began to pay the tax. Had 
the Shipley bill become a law the State would 
h&ve been practically without funds for at 
least an equal period.

How the Peanut Grows. 


The peanut vine is a plant similar to the 


sweet potato. The most remarkable feature 
Is that when the flower falls the stalk sup- 
porting the small undeveloped fruit length- 
ens, and bending toward the ground pushes 
the fruit into the ground, when it begins 
to enlarge und ripen. The peanut may be 
cultivated m northern gardens by those 
who wish to witness the strange habit of 
pushing the pod under the ground to ripen 
but the fruit will not come to perfection 
as it requires a long, warm summer In 
which to develop. The peanut is planted 
In the early part of May in ground pre- 
pared an for wheat or corn, the kernels bo- 
Ing placed about two feet apart. The crop 
matures in the latter part of October, when 
it is gathered and put through a sweat for 
about a month. The nuts are then picked 
from the stems or main vine by hand and 
are sent to the various cleaning eatabliah- 
ments to be cleaned and graded.—St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch.

Worn Out Shoos Have Their C«e«. 


Worn out shoes have their uses. The 


Italian scavenger who rakes up your ash 
barrel and sends the dust flying over your 
door step knows this well, and his black 
eyes glisten at the sight of old leather. If 
the shoes are not worn to shreds he sells 
them to a second hand dealer, and they 
are patched up and resoled; but if they 
are past mending he takes them home to 
his cellar and rips them all apart, or his 
wife and children do. The pieces he sells 
to a manufacturer. From the larger pieces, 
after being soaked till soft, the uppers of 
children's shoes are cut. The soles are cut 
into small pieces to make up the layers of 
the heels of other shoes; the iron pegs that 
are not bent can bo used over again, and 
the little scraps that are left after all this 
are subjected to a treatment that makes 
them nil one pliable muss, from which a 
kind of artistic leather is rolled out. This 
Is used for covering chairs, books, trunks, 
boxes, etc. 
Mauy fancy patterns are 


stamped on it, and the trade in this kind 
of "embossed" leather in the United States 
is> a well established one.—New York Trib- 
une. 


Statistics About the Echo. 


Some one has recently figured out the 


exact distance that a person may be re- 
moved from a reflecting surface and yet 
hear the echo of his own voice. Five sylla- 
bles a second is said to be the limit both of 
distinct pronunciation and distinct hear- 
ing. 
This gives one-fifth of a second for 


each syllable. When the atmospheric tem- 
perature is 61 degs. sound travels 1,120 feet 
a second. In one-fifth that time it will 
cover a distance of 234 feet. Hence, if a 
reflecting surface is 112 feet distant the 
Initial sound of an uttered syllable will be 
returned to the ear just as the next syllable 
starts on its journey. In this case the first 
fifth of tne second is consumed 1n the ut- 
terance of a syllable, and the next fifth of 
the second in hearing its echo. Two sylla- 
bles would be echoed from a reflecting sur- 
face 234 feet distant, three syllables from 
830 feet, and so on within the limit ol 
uudll.le.juss.—New Y"ork l*ress. 


Hypnotizing a Ben. 


I have made an interesting experiment 


with a fowl. Some choice eggs being sent 
me for hatching purposes (having no hen 
at that time broody and no incubator) I 
determined to set one of my hens on these 
eggs, and keep her there by the force of 
mesmeric power. The eggs were not fresh 
when I received them, and to keep them 
with the uncertain hope of a hen becoming 
broody might have been fatal to their 
hatching. I therefore went against nat- 
ure and set my hen upon these eggs; she 
was in lull lay at the time, and remainedfco 
throughout the three weeks that she was 
sitting, laying, according to wont, two out 
of three days. Those who understand 
poultry will appreciate that no hen will 
do this, having become naturally broody 
although for the first day or two after be- 
ing set on eggs I nave hod hens lay once or 
even twice. 


Marking the eggs I set her upon I was 


able to know and withdraw the eggs she 
kept laying. The first day I placed her on 
the eggs it took me half an hour to bring 
her into a hypnotic condition; but each 
successive day, after having roused her to 
drink and eat, I was able to soothe her to 
drowsy placidity in much less time; also 
there were days, for which I can give no 
reason, when I had to go to her more than 
once in the day, she being in a restless, ex- 
cited state, trying to get off the nest. The 
result has been, much to my own aston- 
ishment, that four out of seven of these 
eggs have hatched and are healthy, happy 
little chickens. At night I can still influ- 
ence their mother to her maternal duties 
but in the daytime she takes no notice of 
them.—E. T. Chaplin in Spectator.

Statistics of Indian Children. 


Tlie aborigines of America now residing 


in tho bounds of the United States have 
80,000 children between 6 and 16 years ol 
age, excluding the five civilized tribes and 
the >.cvv York Indians. For eight years 
from 1878 the annual average increase ID 
the Indian education fund was 75 per cent 
Then came a check, and in 1887 there was 
a decrease of 2.6 per cent, at a time when 
by the passage of the severally act, open- 
ing the door to citizenship, an enlarge- 
ment of tlie fund was needed. 


Congress should either support the In- 


dian schools with some approach to ade- 
quacy or it should abandon all efforts and 
invite the return to savagery of the young 
persons already partly educated. Inde

s ..p, *o.rrr- 
ing the pollen witn it, ana not having its 
stigma in "receptive condition" for several 
days after in many instances. The pollen 
on the stigma would be of no avail if it lost 
the power of doing good as soon as it left 
the anther cell. In that case new pollen 
from other flowers would bring about 
cross fertilization. If its own pollen pre- 
served its vital power it would be on hand 
for its work the moment the stigma be 
came mature. 


Thus the question became one of consid 


erable importance, and the fact ascertain 
ed, as noted, that pollen did retain powe 
for soma time, had an unusual interest 
Attention being thus called to it, varied ex 
pediments have been made, and it is now 
ascertained that pollen, like other things 
endowed with life, has a varied period of 
existence. Mr. Bittinghaus, of Bonn, bos 
recently published an account of some in 
teresting experiments. He finds the aver 
age duration of life in pollen to be from 
thirty to forty days. The narcissus took 
sixty-six days before it finally lost tha 
power of emitting pollen tubes; the peony 
fifty-eight; camellia, fifty-one; azaela, forty- 
two. 


Of all those he experimented with, the 
cyclamen pollen had the lifrhtest hold on 
life, bccuuiiug dead pollen when seventeen 
days old. These discoveries will be of great 
practical use, enabling the hybridizerto^ct 
pollen from, long distances for his experi- 
ments.— Christian Union.

The Music of the Chinese. 


Have the Chinese ever exerted any in- 


fluence on the progress of music? At first 
sight it would seem to be impossible for a 
nation delighting in a series of what seems 
to us to be dissonances to have had any 
connection with an art so harmonious as 
our own. But this is a rather seeming 
difference than a real one. If music be 
the art of exciting the emotions by com- 
binations of sound, then the Chinese dis- 
cords must also be ranked as music for 
they certainly do arouse the deepest emo- 
tions in the Celestials.

New York's Potter's Field.

only could identify it readily, but that the 
printing on the card nailed against the 
head of the box was almost as plain as 
when buried. Very nearly 70,000 persons 
have been buried in the Hart's Island Pot- 
ter's field, and of this number nearly three- 
fourths were children under 7 years of age. 
Ibis tells its own sad story of the neglect
